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Remarks 

In its decision on appeal in connection with the above-referenced application, the BPaI 
reversed the rejections for inadequate written description and nonenablement for pending claims 
6-9. Applicants have amended claims 6-9 and presented them in independent form for 
consideration and allowance by the Examiner. Claims 1-5 and 10-47 are canceled without 
prejudice (Claims 15, 16 and 19-47 were canceled in a paper filed by Applicants on July 2, 
2001).
